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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As for the indefiniteness rejection, the Applicant 
has not provided how the Disclosure enables proper teaching that would remedy to the grounds of rejection as set forth by the Office 
Action; i.e. in terms of supporting details so to enable one to make effective use of the intention to 'control' as claimed; the rejection 
remains unresolved. As far as claim 1 , it is clear that Dole has methodology laid out as block design expressed via an user interface; and 
capturing this, Dole teaches using a XML format whereby these design blocks and steps are embedded in tags. The argument is not 
persuasive. As for claims 5, 17, 19, the arguments fall under the same ambit of 'converting' some industrial automation identifiable as 
internal representation; and as in claim 1 ( internal representation is construed as GUI blocks to represent a methodology to capture, such 
design blocks being formulated by Dole as extensible markup format. Thus the arguments fail to overcome Dole because from a Gui 
representation of blocks, Dole has another format to represent the design: to-XML converting. The emphasis of the argument for claims 
23, 39 revolves around this 'converting' limitation; and likewise for claims 41-42, there is not sufficient specifics in the claim language that 
would preclude the XML approach by Dole from reading onto the claims. For claims 44, 46, 51 , the arguments appear to be mere 
allegation without pointing out how the cited parts and corresponding rationale used in the rejection would be inapposite in meeting the 
claim language. The previous Office Action has expressly addressed each and all arguments from the Applicant with respect to a prima 
facie case (i.e. CFR 1.111b) of a proper Response. Pending any action to remedy the claim language impropriety, and indefiniteness, the 
subject matter as previously submitted is deemed not in condition for allowance for the observations made above; and the Finality of the 
rejection is deemed proper until the Applicant can overcome it with a proper and compliant type of rebut. .
